As a result of these Agena problems, I directed an in- 
tensive investigation into 2ll phases of the CORONA progran. 
This has been conducted by Major General Greer's project 
office, assisted by the Air Force Space Systems Division 
pezsonnel and by Aerospace Corporation, which has now been 
brought into the Agena portion of the CORONA program. 

Changes to simplify Agena electrical circuits have been made, 
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In our aircraft programs we are continuing the flight 
test of the OXCART aircraft. Total flight time is now over 
1100 hours. The aircraft have been flown at Mach 3.27 at 
81,700 ft. Flights at design speed have been sustained up 
to 32 minutes. The pilotless drone (TAGEOARD), to be air

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delivered this month. The first flight with drone attached 
is scheduled for September. Testing of the drone recovery 
system is underway at Edwards Air Force Base. One camera 
system for the aircraft is in flight test.
